Pn*siileiit Preeiuaii nfferml to 
Hie (tonhuj lleporl on ranada'H 
csHUimiiie fiifim* and also to other 
reports fnnn eeonoini.sts. who have 
studied Hie pivseiU and fullin' 
gitiwth of rnmula. U was afiparent 
that (%iiior]a ami the l’^jiiti*d States 
have the largest eleetrieal prOeiitia) 
and power in Hie world, lie also 
felt the jirogress made in ramida 
was reflirtnl in the fae! that the 
gmss national pnaliiet report for 
the riiited States sIiowihT only a hO 
per cent inerease, while riimuhrs 
showed SO per cent. Pre.Hident 
Freeman pointed out that I lie av- 
erage work-week in t^aiiada is | 
limirH. lie empliusizcil that ranadi- 
aiis lym* a reefird tliey eati Im' justly 
fimnd of, and assured the tlelegafes 
that the IHKW metnlK*rs in Hie 
Fiiited States shaml Canadiiiti 
pride in that mH>rd. 

I*iH‘sid(‘Tit Freemiiii was plejisisl 
to note the ismtimiefl growth of 
our Hnitherlioofl in ('iinada, point- 
ing out that in 1055 niemlif'rship in 
C'ainnla nundien'rl 25,831, when^as 
by Deeemher 105ft there wen^ 34,- 
157 immihei's, ivpreseiiting an in- 
erease of 32 pvr eent, whieh was 
in exeesN of the overall 10 per eeiil 
expansion of the Bi-otherhood for 
the same jieriod. He mentioned, 
however, that in 1050 Canada had 
gi’own by only 000 niemlaou an 
ine reuse of 2 per eioit, while for 
tlie satne jierio^l the Brotlii*rhond 
had iiiermisisl in nieniltership by 3 
per mil. 

Presidioit Fi'eeman stated they 
had ebeektsi immemiis agns'inenls 
in <*anada and found that wage 
inere4isi*s iH'flmed a general tnit- 
teni as follows:

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MARRIAGE COUNSELING , . . 
Marriage in real life is seldom like 
marriage appears in the movies. A 
good marriage U built slowly and 
carefully by two people who want 
to find love and security in each 
other and their children. Some- 
times there arc difhcnlties; often 
families are not able to w^ork out 
their problems alone. At such times 
expertly staffed family service coun- 
selors are ready to help. 
UNMARRIED PAREN rHOOD 
. * . Young women who find them- 
selves in this predicament are con* 
fronted with a variety of problems; 
their own sense of shame, fear and 
feeling of disgrace; the sense of 
respionsibility toward the unborn 
child; anger at the father; their feel- 
ing of rejection by family and 
friends. These women often need a 
good deal of help in deciding if they 
should keep their child., or if 
they should place their child for 
adoption.

Older people 
chronically ill can also be helped to regain their 
independence through the use of Homemaker 
Service,

At the apex of the window^ the 
hand of God is pictured, resting

Ten OoinTiiandTiieiits, on the right, 
the Latin cross. Tracery open- 
ings on either side show the J^tar 
of Havid and the Star of Beth- 
lehem, 

Crossing over now, to the op- 
posite side of the nave, I looked 
u]> to see in soft colors of stained 
glass, tlie prophetic figure of 
Ruth, ** standing amid the alien 
corn," 

*^The sac'raiuental nature of 
inairs work” is the theme of this 
window, erected in memory of 
William Green, sueeessor to Sam- 
uel Gompers in the AFL presi- 
de uey. 

Next to it, is tlie Tiulnstrial and 
Soeial Reform Window, telling in 
slained glass beauty "‘the neces- 
sity of justiee and law and love as 
men began to work in large iimii- 
bers/' It is dedicated to Philip 
Murray, president of the (TO 
from lh4() until Ins death in 1952. 

One must indeed fiave many 
thouglits standing in the ijiiiet 
glow of these three, storied 
windows.'' 

Gifts of the AFLVTO. they have 
as their over-all theme, that of 
‘Tinity of religion and labor in 
common service to God." Seals of 
lOJ AFL-CK) unions are set in the 
borders of tliese windows. 

At their dedication, ^fay 2, 
IfifiO, a few days before my soli- 


tary visit, such personages as 
President of the ITiited States 
Dwight I). Eisenhower and George 
Alt^any, president of the AFL-CIO, 
were in attmidaiiee, togctlier with 
many notables and mimerous 
labor officials. Rev. Francis B, 
Sayre, Jr., dean of tlie Episcopal 
Caliicdral, aec<‘]ded the gift of the 
windows 'Vinstalled to tlie honor 
of the ('reator ami for ilie illumi- 
natiou of His eliildren," 

He wrote about the slained 
glass windows in this way : 

“As long as tlie Cathedral 
stands, they will remind us that 
man. whatever th, walk of fiis 
life, is made in God's image. He 
is meant to be free. He is meant 
to be humble. He must be re- 
spected. for in the daily offering 
of bis working life he is blessed 
by his Creator.*' 

I turned once more towards ihe 
Artisans and Craftsmen window. 
The benign figure of Christ, His 
hand raised in blessing, a golden 
nimbus surrounding His head, 
looked down serenely, and fnnn 
some long ago reading, the words 
came to nn* : 

“To rejoice in his labor; this 
is the gift of God."

Many ohjcclioiis have conic from hid list ry to tlic 
proposed amendments to Part 20 occupational ex- 
posun' slandards of the Alomic Energy* Commissioiu 
Tliese object ions allege tliat lowered maximum per* 
missiblc exposure rates reports of exposure history 
to workers and maintaining their exposure records 
would unjustifialdy add to ccists and impede develop- 
menl of tlte jicacerul uses of atomic energy. 

Vasts of peacefiil atomit^ development will probably 
drop, just as have those in other new fields of eco- 
nomic devclopitnutt in the rnited States, 

llisloneally, tljcrc Imve always Ikmui pleas for the 
status riuo with expressed fears that regulation and 
other eorre<*tive measures would jirice a product out 
of the itiarket or hury industry in coils of red tape* 
Industry has been able to survive such crises and 
live with ever stricter criteria and standards, par* 
ticiilarly as their operations affected worker and pub- 
lic besdllL Each new field of eeoiinmie endeavor must 
run tills gauntlet of the never-say-die management 
theory that human Iwongs are easier to replace than 
expensive machinery. 

Each time workera must collectively find voice and 
wa\*s to reassert tlicir value in more tiieaningfu] 
terms than the current price quotations on the vari- 
ous chemicals that make up man's organism, or his 
average eurniiig, saving* or spending eapacities. 

A nect'ssary and irrcplBeeable ingmlient of rapid 
p^og^^ss in peaceful nuclear development is the eon* 
fiilencc af workei-s anil <if citizens at large that such 
progH'ss is heing aeeomplislied eonsistent with and 
not at the expense of their safety. Atomic workers 
liold the most vital stake in tlie matter. They are not 
only ex]voseil to the general range of natural and man- 
made radial i<m smirce.s common 1o other citizens, but 
to radiation on the job, as well* 

We in labor recognize and are endeavoring to 
sliouhhu* our resiKUisibilities to keep radiation work- 
ers aware of not only their rights but msponsibilities 
in their day to day j<ste* At the same time wc recog- 
nize tlic neeel for cxpamlcd public edueation on radia- 
tion efieets and Iwuefits, and what must be done to 
i*educ(^ exposure and cany forward programs to use 
il on Isduilf of hunumily* 

TIutc is no dfUibl nlioiit the concern of labor and 
citizens gcniU'ally. However tliere is great donlu that 
juiblie eonceni about radiation is at this time conph-d 
with adeqiiati* knowledge of the problem* 

There have tnnui suggestions made in these liearings 
that the public has not tionc its part in Ir-arning about 
radiation. 1 say that on the contrary the scientists 
and the pnhlic ugeneics dealing with it liavT failed 
tiujs far greatly to impruve yiuhlie understanding 
al>oHl radial itin. .\llhongli there has het'ii some 
pmgre.ss noted recently in this res]iect, mueli Tuore 
is uec^ded, otlienvise the pnljlie can he victimized hy 
tiuw! who umlerstate dangers of radiation, as well as 


hy those who grossly overstates these dangers. This 
must be coupled witli expamled efforts to fill in still 
existing gaps in our ktiowledge about radiation, both 
nut lira) and manuiiade. 

If fully ade*inate radiation proteetiem standards 
are to be devise<l and put into efftetive operation 
scientific knowledge and public edncatuin must niareh 
hand tn hand. 

Proposed LegrilabVe Program 

I rceognize that those bearings do not specifically 
(leal vritli legislative tmittei*s as such. Xevertheless, 
wc are convinced that bi'fon* radiation standards and 
criteria can Iw* made meaningful through eweryday 
application, legislative policies must b<» adopted which 
create the framework uf action (u-ograms.

Th is is by no means a novel instninient for pulilie 
participation in Federal pmgrams. The Departments 
of Tnterior, Commerce, Agriculhirc, and Labor, all 
have one or more of sneh advisory groups in opera- 
tion. 

The AFL-CTO StnlT SulKHmimittfs* on Atomic 
Energy and Natural Resources has experienceil a vear 
of frustrating arms-lengih negotiations with mem- 
licrs of the f'ommission KiafT regarding the Coimiiis- 
slon s proposed Ibirt 2(1 amendments. 

Wi‘ wish to make clear that these discussions have 
Im^mi Tiuvst fruitful ami have resulted in a much luUter 
umlei^standing of our r<*spcetive positions. We a[i- 
tu'ceiate the opportmdiy given for these inroniuit 
meetings. 

But the process of moving amended Part 20 into 
operation woulil havi* been liastetied if we had sat 
across the fable with fhe Commission staff and with 
rc|in*scn1atives rif matiagemcnf and attcmpttsl to find 
areas of agreement. Instead, the Commission staff has 
met with labor and tiianagenu'iit repivsentatives on 
separate oeeasions. Cotisequently, the Staff has 1 h*- 
coiue the grain being pressed between the upper and 
t tie nether millstone. 

Tills situ n tion eati be greatly impnived if n ladjor- 
^^almgemen1 Advisory f’omniillee is estabiished along 
the lilies of onr profiosed amendment to the Act.

shows that very little lias been done by the Stale*s 
to meet this additional occupational liazanl. 

The AFLd'lO believes tfuit worktiieiCs eomia*nsa- 
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tion stuTulards aiul pro»:z'iuns in the railiation hehl 
can not los^ieally he Keparattnl iVoni the total pioeass 
Dial l>eji:ins witli tlie eatabUslinietO of nHliatiuti prt>- 
teetion standards, Stantlards must tlion he made 
operable in the form of refill J at ions, itei^'ulations must 
be eul'oreed. Finally, protections iimst bo provided 
a,!?ninst the easnalties anioiij^^ workers whieli are m- 
evitahle no matter how sticHif^ tlie standards and 
regulations ami how well they may he enfortmd. 

We liopt^ that oui- most recent draft of an all- 
Fcdei*al radiation workmen s eom]>ensaiion (iro^ram 
will he introdncefl before the adjonrnmeTit of the 
]i resent Con^^ress. We will press tor action on it 
next yeai'. 

In this connection may we again express mtr ap- 
preciati(vn of the time and helpful suggestions given 
ns hr tlie members of the doint rommittee Staff on 
this matter. 

T wish to make it ]>erfeetly clear that the above 
legislative propos^ds dealing with Section 274 of the 
Act do not in any way iniply that the position of the 
AFF-nn lias changed. We have oi)posed tills section 
since it was first introduced .and continue to do so. 

Tlie AFL-(/'IO policy on If^ection 274 was statcil in 
its testimony which T delivered before the Joint Com- 
mittee on the occasion of its 202 lieariiigs earHer this 
year: 

“We must work with this law at present, both on 
n Federal and State levcd. But we do not think in 
the long run if i.s workahle. Thendore, we are 
urging the Joint Committee to amend it drasti- 
cally.” 

The t Viminis,sion on April 12, 1060 published its 
criteria l'<u' guidaiiee of tlie States in submitting their 
plans to assume erstwhile Federal authority over 
source, liy- product and special nuclear niateriah 
The AFTj-CTO now is aware of how the fkmnnissioii 
intends to apju'oacli the problem of administration of 
the new law — what it ex|»eets from the Stales, and 
the exieni 1o whicli It intends to use its jumers to 
achieve uniformity of standards and eompat ibility of 
Stale programs wilh tliat of the Fommission. 

The misgivings we have had in the past about Sec- 
tion 274 are greater than ever and liav(» been acctmtii- 
ated by the Mny 17. l?h>0 publication by the Federal 
Radiation Council of the radiation protection guid- 
anei^ standards for Fedei-a! agiuicies. a]pmtved by 
Presirlential Executive Order. 

Our eon fusion and ecmceni over the clelay in plac- 
ing amended Part 20 exposnri' regnlatitms in effect 
and ov(0‘ the hazy language of the ( hunmissioiFs 
suggested criteria \'ov the States has heen eompoiinded 
hy the Fed(U*a] Radiation (‘ouueiFs document, 

Tn tiie following imrl of my it^slimony I wish to 
deal with i^aeh om^ of these matters. We want to 
know if we now are to assume tluit we Itave a national 
radiation ]’iolicy. If so. who is resjmnsible for it? 

One thing is certain, we have been drifting for 
several years in radial ion protectinn and worknien s 
('oiiipensalion. Tf amended Part 20, the FommissioiPs 
criteria for the States under Seeiinn 274, and the 
hhaleiml Iiadiation rrmmdl's Ouide can hv taken |o- 


getlier as reiUTsenting Federal Radiation health and 
safety policy, we can only say tliat tlie period of drift 
is now over and we arc now entering a new era of 
cdiuos. 

Amendments to CFR Part 20 — Standards for 
Protection Against Radiation 

I wish to protest wlmt we regard as the nei'dless 
delay in placing the amended Part 20 regulations in 
effect. 

Tlie fnl lowing clmmology of the Fart 20 regula- 
tions to date speaks for itself: 

On January 0, 105H the AEO establisliod rules gov- 
erning tlie AEF and AKF comracloi's with res]>oel 
to levels of radiation exposure for their personnel 
and other pemms exposed to radiation from A EC 
and its contractor operations. The Commission on 
tills date (one year and one day after N'CRP stand- 
ards were issued) adopted the XCRP recoinmenda* 
tions iiududing the subsequent reeommendations of 
NCRP Executive Committee of November 18. 1957 in 
advance of Iheir i*eceiving formal approval and issu- 
ance by tlie ^tain Committee of NCRlk 
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No move was made by the A EC to require com- 
pliance by ih licen.secs with the NCRP standards of 
Jaimaiy 9, 1957 and tlie stibseijnen t ly issne<l i-mmi- 
mendatiuus of its Executive Commitlee of November 
18, 1957. On April 24, lf»59 it announcetl ]nojH>sed 
revisions in Pari 20 which were puhlislu'd in the Fed- 
eral Regislei^ of Id ay 6. 1959. 

Sucli proposed ivvisions of Part 20 governing 
licensee opei'alioiis have not yet iieeii pul into effect 
for licensees although as I have just point I'd out AE(? 
has had revised rules icileeling siieh changes in 
NCRP staiHlar<ls in effeel in its own operations since 
Felinmry 1, 1958,

Day 

A uinrdier of countries in ad- 
dition to the United States cele- 
brate lnde]icndence li olid ays In 
pluly. As imtujrtnnl to the 
TBKW as July 4th is (kinada’s 
Dominion Day. Tim Rrother- 
tiuod believes tliat its two great 
affiliated nations slumld share 
inde]>e!idenee rcjoitdng as It 
shares frateiaiity in the labor 
mo ve 111 on t. 

Til ere fore IBKW members in 
this CO in dry will want to be re- 
minded of the importance of 
Dominion Day as tliey liave 
been of Ameincan Tndeixanhmee 
Day. 

On duly 1, 1867 the Dominion 
of (vanada came into existenee 
as a result of the British-Noi tli 
America Act, whieli outlined a 
]ilaii of federation free of 
English coidT'ol. 

The Dominion of 1867 was 
only omvtenth as lag as the 
Dominion of today. It had only 
four provinces, Nova Scotia, 
New Bnin.swick, Quebec and 
Onta rio. 

Ib-nbably the idea of greater 
in depen den ee for (kin a da began 
not long after tlie American 
Revolution. 

[jord Durham, sent to Oaii- 
aila in IHdT to investigate ton- 
sion bi'tweon Upper and Bowmr 
Canada, dechn'e<] to the English 
luujiamem in his famous re- 
f)ort, that colonists, particularly 
tJiose in Canada, should be 
given the same kind of self- 
go veni men 1 01 their intei'nal 

affairs as that enjoyed by Eng- 
lishmen at home. 

Lord Diirliam eoid ended that 
this was the only way to keep 
Britisli possessions attached in 



any way to the mother country. 
In this, he laid the corner stone 
of the British Corn in on wealth 
of Nations, 

Tlie next ste]> was the Act of 
Tbiion ill 1840, which joined 
Ujipcr and Lowei* Canada. The 
Quebec Federation rkuiference 
in 1804 resulted in Dominiem 
status only three years later, 
with Rir John MacDonald 
emerging as the first iirime 
minister. 

Thus oiir northern n eight hu's 
liold a. heritage and a proud in- 
dependonce as cherished as ours. 

Two otlier American allies 
(wliile not affiliated with tlie 
Brotlicrhood) also celelirated 
tiational independence holidays 
this month. 

In France, July 14 commemo- 
rates the storming of the Bas- 
tille, dreaded symtjol of tyranny 
and op])ression of the common 
people by tlie French nobility. 
July 14, 1780 is not only the 
day that the Bastille prison was 
raz(Ml to the ground in what, is 
now La Place <le la Concorde 
in l^aris hut also is the liegin- 
ning of tiio French Revolution 
and tlie First French Republic. 

Our French-speaking Cana- 
dian mem tiers no doubt are 
quite familiar with the events 
leading to the creation of Bas- 
tille Day. 

On pTuIv 4, 1046. tlie Repub- 
lic of the T^bilippines was pro- 
claimed, only 15 mouths after 
(ieneral IMae Arthur and Ameri- 
can forces had liberated the 
capital city of Manila from the 
pTapanc.se.

evaluation and time stvidy jdatia, 
Althoui^li the basic philosophy is 
fairly simple, practical nppliculimi of 
these jdans involves rmnjilex, lechni- 
cal questions us well as fiersonal 
judgments that can alFert a worker's 
eaining's. Therefore it is important 
that the union imtlerstaml th«‘se plans 
so it will know what [iroti^lion is 
needed for its membei*s* 

What utKiut your contract? If you 
have a job evaluation plan or wape 
incentives baaed on time study in 
your barpaininp unit, wdint does the 
contract say about them? How could 
it be improvefi? Many conti^aets eom- 
inp across our desks in the Research 
Department leave much to be desired 
in the way of udeipuite employe sufe- 
puards under such plans» 

In this short apace we cannot cover 
all the questions you will have about 
thcBo two thorny pi^oldema. Rut if, 
after reviewing the following lluimb- 
nail sketches, you feel your conli^act

Job fvaluxrtron Systems 

There are four basic types of job 
evaluation ]>latis, Jefi rouAdu/; and 
j'off elumifi*^iiUon are sim|dy tech- 
niques of slotting jrdm in their order 
of relative impoiiance. Fuetor coia- 
piir^ismi is a method of comparing jobs 
according to various factors such as 
skill, responsihility, mental mid physi- 
cal requimnentSr vie. 

The most widely-used job evalua- 
tion teclinu|ue m the pftbil it 

involves (X) amilyxing the Job, (2) 
writing Job descriptions, f*J) listing 
job factors and dcTming them, (-1) 
dividing the factaj's into defined 


degrees, (5) weighting the ractois 
according to importance by assigning 
varitms maximum point totals* HD 
distributing these points nmong the 
established degrees, eva I lulling 

the Jobs Jiccnrtling to the above steps 
and fR) tranaluting points into 
money* 

Kach of these stefis involves judg- 
ments that make j'ob evuliiution far 
fi'oni a “scientific'' aystem* Tlie mis- 
application of any of the steps can 
result in reduced wagi's for the 
workers. Thus the entire piogmm 
should be W'orked oul in cofip^rntmn

How was the job observed? Are the 
job desert lit ions in Step 2 aceiiiatc?

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each factor logical an<l realistic? If 
all degrews are weighted equal4\ or 
if there are the same number of de- 
grees in each factor* this is an indica- 
tiem that pi-oper thought anti weight* 
ing have not gone into the plan. In 
Stc|i 7, do most workers fall in the 
hmer eml of the evaluation scale? Do 
the final money rates in Step 8 com- 
pare favorably with other area lates? 
is there a justifiable basis for the 
wage rates or are they set just to 
give the company lower labor costs? 

These, of course* are just some of 
the many things to look for. They do 
not indicate all the possible inaccura* 
cies in Job evaluation. Each step 
must be watched carefully since inj- 
proper handling of any of them can 
mean loss of money to the workers, 

Chonges in Job Confenf 

Unions have leaimed that a laige 
part of negotiated wage increases can 
be eaten aivay by dowm-grading of 
jobs as job content changes. The 
weighing of factors and degrees In 
many plans Is such that usual 
changes resulting from methods im- 
provement and new equipment i-educe 
the total number of points and thus 
rwiuce the wage rate. This is anothc^r 
good reason the job evaluation plan 
itself* as well as the application of it, 
must be subject to negotiation. 

Changes in job content by manage- 
ment, after installation of a job eval- 
uation plan, raise other questions- 
Does the new job description corractly 
state the change in the job, and does 
the change raally justify a re*evalua* 
tion? For example, under one plan a 
job jridf/cd to require the use of a 
variety of instruments i-eeeives the 
thiH degree of the education factor, 
or 42 points. If, however, it was 
iuf(<ied that the job i*equir<?d the use 
of a wide variety of instruments it 
would receive the fourth degree, or 
5C points. Who determines the differ- 
ence between variety and wnde 
variety, some training and broad 
training, light effort and mmi crate 
eflfoi’t, etc? At what point w'ould the 
elimination of one insti-ument from a 
fcidc variety leave only a variety? 
And when (if ever!) would be com- 
pany add 14 points if one instrument 
were added to a job in the simple 
variety category? 

Red Cirdes 

So-called '*red circle” rates also 
present prablems under jab evalua- 
tion plans. These are rates received 
by w*orkers which are higher than 
the rate,s suggested by the plan foi' 
their jobs. Management usually tries 
to eliminate these by transferring 
personnel or eliminating the job. The 
union must see that an equitable 
solution is w'orked out. 

Time Study ond fncefitive Pfans 

Time study is a method by which 


management tries to determine how 
long it should take a worker to do a 
particular job. By paying him for 
working faster than this set ” normal” 
time, management hopes to i-educe 
its labor costs. Just as wdth job eval- 
uation, unions must watch for cer- 
tain pitfalls inherant in any wage 
incentive plan, 

.Although gene rally called a “scien- 
tific technique,” time study involv^es 
many variables which must be 
checked by the union to determine 
whether the pmgiam is accurate and 
fair. Careful study shouUl be given 
tor 

1, Jtd* iofi, A complete des- 

cription of the job at the time it w’as 
studied should include methods used, 
a list of machinery and materials 
used and iheir condition, w^ork condi- 
tions surrounding the Job, time of 
day, and general information such 
as operators name and number. It is 
extremely important that all these 
points be recorded accui'ately on the 
time study sheet because any change 
in methods, machines or working con- 
ditions can alter performance on the 
job and thus affeet earnings, 

2, Job Timutp. The job should be 
broken down into elemental times, 
with none less than .05 minutes in 
duration. In actual practice, the 
timing of a job is subject to an error 
of about 10 per cent. The two 
methods used are continuous and 
“snapback,” The continuous method 
is the one that should be used because 
the “snapback” methcKl eliminates the 
elfect of continuous operations and 
loses time in snapping the clock back 
to zero. Ail foreign (non-normal) 
woi'k elements should l)e recorded and 
timed and all “scratch outs” should 
lie explained. Finally, a justifiable 
statistical technique shouh! be used to 
dete inline how many job cycles should 
lie timed, 

3, Rathiff or Levelinff. This is the 
area of time study most open to 
criticism. Here the company com- 
I)ares the speed of the worker with 
some “normal” rate it has determined 
to be the standard speed. Naturally, 
there is a wdde aiea for approxima- 
tion and manipulation. The rating 
factor used should he recorded at the 
time and place the time study is 
made, 

4, ,4/fotmwres. Allowances should 
be made for personal time, fatigue, 
unavoidable delays and machine time 
and these should correspond to the 
individual characteristics of the job 
studied. In applying allowances, the 
number of non-productive minutes 
should be subtracted fram the total 
time. Dividing the net pnniuctive 
time by normal allowed time per piece 
gives the numlxu* of pieces to be pro- 
duced in any given hour or day* 

5, Fhml Cheidc. The entij*e time 
study sheet shoulil be checked for 
arithmetical errors and omissions. 


Standard time data are pre -deter- 
mined job times compiled by averag- 
ing thousands of time studies. By 
braaking the job into elements and 
referring to an indexed table to find 
the listed “nonnal” time for each 
element, a “total allowed time” for 
any given job supposedly can be 
determined. Advocates of this system 
claim it eliminates the problem of 
rating. Although it keeps the stop 
watch and rating judgments out of 
the shop, actually all it does is trans- 
fer them fn>m the time a particular 
job is being studied to when the 
standard times were predetermined. 

The basic objection to this system 
is that it does not take into account 
the relationship of jo'b elements that 
precede or follow one another. One 
of the biggest problems fmm the 
union's viewpoint is that these pro- 
grams are extremely difficult to alter 
or adjust, for an admission by man- 
agement that any part of the system 
is wrong invalidates the entire sys- 
tem, The fact that times are 
detennined without consideration of 
important conditions in your particu- 
lar shop can also be a serious defect* 

Work Sampling 

In addition to time study and 
standard data, work sampling plans 
sometimes are used to set work 
allowances. By many observations an 
analyst determines the activity per- 
formed by an employe and w'orks out 
a ratio of time worked to time idle. 
Standards arc set accordingly. This 
system is especially adapted to gitmp 
projects. It is quite complicated and 
any such plan i^uires very careful 
study by the union. 

All of these methods for setting 
standards are generally used in con- 
junction with a wage incenti%^e pro- 
gram, Thorough understanding of 
the plan under which the members 
work is nect*ssary in order to protect 
their rights. Each worker must be 
guaranteed a satisfactory minimum 
base rate and an equal opjiortunity 
for higher wages. This can be done 
only by pravdding protection in the 
contract in regard to the entire 'wage 
incentive plan. Without protective 
clauses the union is at the mercy of 
the employer. By manipulating wage 
rates or changing standards he can 
i-etiuco workers' earnings and wipe 
out a negotiated wage increase. 

Job evaluation systems also require 
protective contract clauses. Once a 
system is ingrained in the structure 
of the plant it is extremely difficult 
to amend or eliminate* Inteimational 
representatives and the Department 
of Research and Education are avail- 
able to consult with IBEW local 
union officers or negotiating com- 
mittees on the soundness of any job 
evaluation or wage incentive plan* 
and to advise on pi'otective contract 
language.

It should be needless to note the 
depressing effect this can have on the 
wage structure, conditions, and work- 
ing oppo it unities In any given ttrea. 
That there hasn't been any noggin* 
thumpin' to re|Mirl is almost miracu- 
lous. However, we may not he en- 
tirely without fault in the matter. 
We have pitxfuctHi some renc^gades 
with little or no union principles — 
and education in unionism is the 
RrotherhoiKrs business. Still others, 
some of them g^w-Hl mechanics, have 
sought admlttanct^ from time-to-Ume 


into the Brotherhood and have had 
the door Hlammed in their faces — 
either becmiae there wasn't any work 
avaihible, men were on the bench, or 
for other reasons.

This is not a **localiz(H]'* pitiblem. 
There may be a lesson to lea met I 
from the chamehMin which changes 
color to match its bar kg round — an ex- 
ample of the ailaptalioii by which 
plants and animals live. Those which 
cannot atlapt themselves to changing 
conditions die, . - , Whether we choose 
to close our I’ycs to the facta, or 
whether we go for more direct action, 
the "ears'* of thr- loi^al are ojam to 
all suggestions.

The recent decision of the entire 
IBEW delt^ation to the Canadian 
LalDOur Congress Convention to ab- 
stain from helping to form any policy 
t'egardmg political action by the trade 
unions is probably one of the moat 
puzzling decisions ever arrived at by a 
group of responsible adults. 

The Progj'ess Meeting held prior to 
the convention heard reports fi*om all 
across Canada regarding anti-labor 
taws being enacte<l in the various 
provinces. The daily press hiia faith- 
fully reporte<i the eJforts of the em- 
ployers* organization.s to have the 
union shop and other trade union con- 
ditions outlawed both nationally and 
pix>vincially. We know that many 
thousands of dollars are suhseribed by 
members of the Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce, the Canadian Manufactur- 
ers' Association and the Canadian 
Construction Association for political 
campaign funds for every election. 
Yet in spite of all this, our convention 
delegates decided that now is not the 
time for us to do the olivious. 

Apparently it is quite proper for UB 


to have a Cadillac if the boss has one, 
or even if he has only a “Chewy," No 
eyebrows will be raised if we outdo 
him in the matter of clothes, houses 
or other signs of pi’operty, but H 
seems that we must never outdo him 
in the matter of common sense. We 
must never own our own political 
party and thus even up the odds 
against us that get heavier every 
yean 

1 hope that one Canadian delegate 
will give me one good reason why he 
voted against IBEW participation in 
the formation of a new Canadian po- 
litical party to represent the workers 
and farmers of this counti*y, and how 
he got the idea that any trade union- 
ist or even the Congress vjoubl spend 
union funds contrary to the Congress 
constitution, for political purposes. 

The bushels of publicity on political 
action issued by our British Columbia 
Federal ion of Labour has repeatedly 
stre^sseil that no union fund.s will be 
used for political purposes except by 
consent of the members, and Congress 
President, Claude Jodoin stated quite 
early in the game that the Congress 
itself should remain aloof, leaving the 
job of fleveloping the new paHy to the 
local unions.

Successful Strike Caps 
14-Month Negotiations 

L.l\ 303. ST, t'ATHAKINBS, CINT.— 

Once again it's time to send an arUde 
on our activities to our JoPKNAh. The 
local construction ill vision after a 14- 
month period of negotiation went on 
strike* March 0, lUtlU for better comli- 
tions ami the recognition of our local 
for the entire Niagara Peninsula* 
After a five- week strike the compa- 
nies finally came to an agn:ement 
which was placerl before the members. 
It would upiM*ar that the crux of 
our breakdown in negotiations was 
contributed to a travelling trans|K>r- 
tation allowance. Because w^e had 
three cities within a 12-to-14-mile 
zone, the employers insisteil that they 
could not be competitive, ami the com- 
pany and Executi%-e Board saw mevil 
in this. The employer ottered a total 
of 3t)-centsdmmediate setllenient to 
have the three cities wdthin one free 
zone, ami the membership approved, 
further, that one dollar for each five 
miles over the perimeter of the free 
zone would pi'evail* This mutter is 
still not perfect, hut at least each 
Brother would la? compensated for 
the tiine taken up when repoi-ting to 
jobs outside of the area defined. 

We have an improver situation 
within our local, and it was agiwd 
that this clause w'ould giv^c^ each of 
the Brothers a starting i-ate of 50 
percent of a journeyman wi reman 's 


rate and 10 percent each year that he 
vrorks at the trade until he has com- 
}i1eie<l four years, at w-hich timi* he 
would take a Joint Board examination 
and recognized u}x>n passing* Our 
ratio of improver apprentices and 
students has never Wen Harific'd 
properly. There now would Ih* a thret* 
to two ratio for the first year and 
this classification would he thi'ce to 
one in the seconil year* We are now 
finding that the contractors are fall- 
ing into line because of the high rate 
for the improvers, anri at a future 
time they will give us apprentices 
and journeyman electricians. 

The rate of per hour is now 

$2.90 with a fivt*-cent increase in No- 
vemlver of tOfiO, and five Cents more 
in May of 19G1 for a two-yeur agrin?* 
ment. Within the confines of our 
agreement, the five cents in Novemher 
of UMiU is shown as a conlribullon 
from the employers, plu.s five eimts 
from the members' pay for the eslali- 
liahment of a Health and Wtdfarc 
[dan which I believe is one of tln^ 
greate.st assets to the Brothers. Many 
locals will realize that there are many 
medical plans whereby memhei*a lose 
out on itrsurance due to seasonal I av- 
oir, and in many case.s the Brothers 
are not imiependent. The plan, de* 
cidfHl in the best intere,st,s of this 
local, will he a total-comp rchcnsivc- 
medical and sui’gical care. It la hoped 
that m-e can pay the Ontaino Hospital 
portion, plus a weekly indemnity 
clause. 

The apprenticeship rate (starting 


rale of 20 percent, [»lus five percent 
eveiy six months) was left as out- 
liinKl in our piTevdaus agreement, 
niristmas and New Years are paid 
holidays, provided that the emi»loye 
has bcim employed three months prior 
to the holiday; also our four percent 
vacalion pay has bt*en established. 
A I though the two [laid holidays are 
not an outstanding thing today, we 
fmrl a little proud because in the ctm- 
sti'UcUori i ml us try there a (u wars to 
he no [laid holidays. We do not intend 
to give these up. Any direct violation 
or misrepresetitalion of our agrees 
ment will go to a board of thiw con* 
tracloi** and three union representa- 
tives within 48 hours, and an answer 
shall 1 h' given within seven days or 
the matter will he arbitrated. There 
are jiro visions for menilxu'S* griev- 
ances. There are other articles tliat 
1 fed are not too im[Hirtant at this 
time to recoid, but liic main items 1 
have mentioned. 

One of the most (mtstanding situa- 
tions is our jurisdiction of this local, 
hi November 1957, we amalgamated 
lliree locals into L.U. 303, approxi- 
mately scpiare miles* We now' 

have I.incoln and Welland counties 
and the four towm.ships of Eastern 
Halcitmand county. Further, for the 
first time, the eontt-actors, fi-om all 
over the (leninsula, met to sign the 
new agreement- I }>ersonally feel that 
we have not only the i*t*cognition of 
the local unions, hut reasonably gocal 
ndationship with our employei-s. This 
vvill also establish goo<! conditions for

Brothers, your Rxecutive Board and 
Negotiating Committee, along with 
your own Mibrnissions felt that a 
strike was the only conceivable way 
to a new agreement. This, in my op- 
inion, proves that we have one of

And They Said It 
Couldn’t Be Done 

L. V. 387. PHOENIX, AKIZ.— Most 
people would say It could nT be done! 
But members of Local 387 and Ari- 
zona Public Service Company have 
done it! The job: building a 24 mile, 
12, 000- volt power line friim Maricopa 
point, on the south rim of Arizonans 
Grand Canyon, to Indian Gardens, 
more than 3,000 feel down in the 
inner I'ccesses of the world famous 
gorge. 

Perhaps the moat remarkable thing 
abfmt this feat is that it was en- 
gineered and con.structed in such a 
way that it is not \isible from any 
scenic view’ point on the canyon rim. 

The new* line replaces an old 240Q 
volt cable w'hich seiwed the w*ater 
pumping station at Indian Gardens. 
F'lectric pumps at this location lift 
water to Grand Canyon Village on the 
south rim. 

The job wns done with the assiat- 
ance of heiicoplers. This eliminated 
the need for construction of an over- 
head tramw*ay in scenic areas for the 
moving of materials into the canyon. 
The use of helicopters also eliminatc<i 
the need for building additional tmils 
and roads into the gorge. 

The Government agency accepted 
the proposed route and technique 
without change, showing the efFective- 
ness of the plan. 

Black creosote- treated poles, and 
£ii*tiidard riingle I'lu^sarrits, were used 
for the job. Three pole atmetures were 
useil to .•support tw*o of the longer 
spans. One of these spans measures 
3,UiiU feet homonUilly, and the space 
betw'een ground and line at one point 
measures 1,TS!> feet vertically* The 
construction of this line was done ex- 
clusively by members of IBF^W Local 
387, The final stages of the job were 
hampered by enow and bad weather, 

1 might add that It Is especially 
Significant that because of the special 
training (technical and mechanical) 


the members of IBHW have, it is 
possible for a Job such as this to be- 
come a reality and people, in the most 
remote areas, can now receive the 
luxuries of electricity.

mistake in the February^ issue of the 
Journal by slating that the local 
union expected to celehnite its 45th 
anniversary this year. As a result of 
this statement, Brother W, V. E. 
(Hatless) Bueche, retircfi, replied by 
mail as follows: "I don't know where 
L,U. 51 1 lost a yiuir, as the l<M*al miB 
45 years old last month (February). 
I have found some old receipts in- 
cluding my original. As you will see, 
it is dated Febiaiary 27, 1914. The 
two dollars were for the charter fee 
and the one dollar was for the March 


dues. The charter members met on 
Febniaiy 13, 1914 and signed up for 
a charter under the Heed-Murphy fac- 
tion of the then split IBEW, We 
were obligated on the 27th and re- 
ceived our first official receipts at 
that time. Our card numbers started 
with No* 271701 and naturally Pope 
took this one. We met in a little room 
over Farr's meat market on South 
Second Street just north of the old 
Crystal theatre (between Gold and 
Silver Streets). You will note that 
these old receipts show the names of 
the first three financial secretaries, 
^'Brothers J. Sena, inside wi reman, 
Joe McNutt, Harry Darrow and Dan 
Dry, linemen, were among the first 
travelers accepted at our second meet- 
ing, They transfeiTed from El Paso. 
Brother Sena, al the time, had n card 
in both locals in El Paso. Wo were 
both emjjinyod by the Amos H lining 
Electrical Company. 

"1 note with pnde that Oil Is 
going ahead with the new home. It 
is a far cr>' from the seven members 
to the 1 150 members of today,

Lectures and Workshops 
On Skill Improvement 

L. V. 666. RICHMOND, VA.— We 

would like to use our space in the 
Local Lines’' section of the JorRNAL 
this month to describe an interesting 
interlude in our continuing program 
of skiil improvement for jouimeymen; 
with the idea that other locals may 
see its worth* 

During the week of May 16-10 
Charles S. Roach, district engineer 
and Charles F, Bloodworth, sales 
engineer for the Simplex Wire and 


Cable Company, pre.sented a very in- 
fomative series of lectures and ’work- 
shops on the principles and tech- 
niques of splicing and terminating 
high-voltage rubber- insulated con- 
ductors* 

No effort was spa reel by the cable 
manufacturer to make this an excel- 
lent presentation* The 89 journey- 
men, foremen, estimators, contractors 
and engineers who attended can at- 
test to the thoroughness with which 
the subject was covered. 

On Monday, May 16th, the first 
group met* Charlie Roach began the 
lecture period by explaining some of 
the peculiar effects of high voltage 
and how to cope with them. Then 
the group was treated to a color slide 
film discussion on how to make a 
sti'ess cone* After a question-and- 
answer period, those present reas- 
sembled into small groups and splic- 
ing materials and cable s€^:tions were 
distributed- 

It was an interesting sight, 50 men, 
some busily working away, others 
curiously watching as the process of 
building stress cones slowly developed 
under the watchful guidance of 
Gharlie Roach and Charlie Elood- 
w-orth. One amusing obser\'ation — 
one of the Bit>thers who had an- 
nounced, "I'm just going to watch; 
IVe been making those things all 
day/' was seen with both hands full 
of insulating tape, and pe^’Spiration 
dripping off his chin* 

The enthusiasm of the men was 
evident and few left before the work 
was completed. By 11:15 p.m. all 
had finished* There wei’e some beau- 
tiful pieces of work. Some were 
turned over to the apprentice pro- 
gram for display in the school labora- 
tory* 

On Tuesday night, the group went 
through a similar program, this time 
the discussion centered on the making 
of good splices, Charlie showed some 
of the had results to be expected 
when poor w'oikmanship is allow-ed. 
He proved, with the use of a special 
high-potential testing machine, that 
even a thread of semiconducting tape 
left on the rubber insulation could 
cause a breakdo%\ni of the entii'e 
splice.

Wednesday and Thursday night 
sessions were a repetition of the first 
two, presented to a new crowd of 
about 40 journeymen, vrho were as 
enthusiastic and attentive as the first 
group.

Considering some other 
contracts recently negotiated in mir 
area, 1 think we at 1249 all agree our 
team did a good job.

The uniforms have been ordored. .ind 
practice games are now under way in 
prep.mition for the n?gularly sched- 
uled league games of May. Uemem- 
her, a gooil time will be had by all 
when you come nut and root for our 
team. 

It is indiHKl gratifying to note the 
great change that him come over our 
monthly meetings of L.U. 1240 since 
we changeil our meeting nights from 
Thui^day to Friday. Ibimarily, this 
was done for several reasons. 

Apprenticeship training is given on 
Monciay and 2'hui'sclay nights, and 
under the old setup, an apprentice 
could, with a fair ilegree of timing 
possibly catch the ending of a meet- 
ing after attending his training class, 
but attendance of apprentices at local 
business Jiieetings was small.

On A|iri l 24, HhVJ the A EC issued 
for public cmtiment proposed amend- 
ments to Part 2U, therciifter pub* 
lifihw! in the FHc ral Kegister, Mav 
Ift'itl, The AKC i xtended lime for 
comments by interested parties to 
August 1, rather than July L Com- 
numts were sulmiitled by the AFl*- 
(’10 to AKC on June 2U, tPoH. 

A series of meetings weiv held with 
(■mnmission stuff dealing with mir 
comments ami suggest i-d changes. The 
AFX' staff ugj'ced in prlncijile on sev' 
era! of oiir prnposalH relating^ to rag- 
tdar re]iorting of exfmsure history of 
Wfirkers, lig^ht of wnrkers to obtain 
safety pi'oci’ihm's of licensed ojiera- 
tor, mainteimnci' of ex | ms a re ripcords 
and a Notice to imitdoyees in the fa- 
cility. 

We drew up a proposed modified 
Notice to iniployees changing the 
stafPs proposed Notice and had ac- 
ceptance. This modifi(‘d Notice car- 
ric<l an exrdanatifin of what the regu- 
lation iiealt with, what the rights of 
the workers weix' in obtaining ragular 
raports on his (‘xjKisuie history, the 
pennissihle limits of rudialion exjio* 
suits access to the operator's ap- 
praveii safely proerdures, rei|uirenient 
that licensee shall maintain expijsure 
rcxmrds of workers, outlining com- 
plaint procedures ami listing n^gional 
A EC offices where comfdaints could 
be filed. We included also the miuire- 
menl that the licensee furnish the 
worker the reports tff his current ni- 
dialion exposure history evei^ six 
months, his total exiiosure history on 
re(jia?st, or in the event of any ex- 


posure beyond permissible limits. 

The A EC staff agreed that such 
filed notice should be a pajt of the 
revised Part 20 regulations and a 
condition of the licensee. Subserjuent 
to this time we were notified orally 
that the word ^^complainr had laen 
stricken from the proposed notin' and 
the woni 'nmiuiiW subslituled. 
With this we all* not in accord. 

The aimve chionology starkly i I lu- 
st rale.s the ntHMiless ilelay tn amend* 
ing and placing in operation the Part 
20 regulations foi lic4uise<l oja-i atoi .s" 
of the .‘\EC. If we are correct in as^ 
suming that amendofl Part 20 will not 
he made effective until Janiuiiy 1, 
UKil, this means that three years 
have been required by the (’ommis* 
sion to cariy 1h(‘ NriU* e.x|iosvne 
stanrliirds into effect among it.H li- 
censees. In cmitrast, Ihe t’ommisslon 
rcqviiml only one yeiii^ to make HTer- 
tivo the NCRl^ cKjvnsuie stand aids 
among iti? own facilities. 

Will the President's Executive Or- 
der No. IfiSJtl dated May IT, lUdM, 
have any effect on modifying tlie 
AECVs safety standaids for its own 
instaliatiojivS and for its oontiactors? 
Will there Im? further delay in issuing 
the amended Part 2d regulalions as 
a result of this Executive Ordri ? Will 
any tno4iifications in either set of 
standards make AE('*s internal reg- 
ulations different from those which it 
uses for its licen-sees, or Ihofu^ which 
it ■will ask the Statics to comply with 
under P.L. Sd-TO, 

These ai^e .some of thi* (tuestions 
lalior has asked the Commission in 
our comments on the proposetl rii- 
teria for the States under Section 
274. We mgt* that tins sub*committee 
help ohUiin the answers to them. 

The Atomic Energy Cmnmni.siun's

Materials Ain il 12, IfflU) 

I ask permiHSimi to ineludi- In the 
hemiiig i-ecmd as part of my testi- 
mony the comments, recuminended 
changes, and re([vjesls for cbu'lfi ca- 
tions which were sent to the AKC 
June 2, Utfiff by I’resident 3teiiny for 
the Ainericiin F*ileration of Labor 
and Congress of Industi-ial (h gani^ui* 
lions, (,‘ittached) 

In this filficial jnesentation of our 
views, we make it filain to the (*bni- 
nvission our reo.sons for believing that 
Section 274 (Public Law 8ff-a73l is 
a luid law, but that the AKLdJO 
wishes to assist to the extent of its 
capahiliti(?s to make the law ns mean- 
ingful to the heallh and safety of 
workers and the public as possible. 

We find it difficult to comment on 
much of the criteria because' it was 
not accompanied by what it an- 
nounced in the footnote as iieing in 
prcH’ess of preparation l^y the AKC- — 
a set of f»ropoKed state ii^gulatiouft 
and a ji reposed model slate art for 
later puhli cat ions. 


Therefore, we fiml the criturla in 
most pail as being thinly covered by 
fiesh, with laudable objectives but 
nothing to indicate the specific man- 
ner by which the Commission in* 
tended to achieve them administra- 
tively. 

We also find that the Comniission 
apj>ears to be quite timid about using 
its considi rable jioweis to exact con- 
dition.s with it^^pect to praposixi State 
regulatory plan.*? which will fully 
the test of compalihility with the 
Commission's own program, and like- 
wise be adtHiuate to afford full pro- 
tection to the health and safety nf 
vvorkera and the public. 

The enteria is liberally sprinkled 
with woi'ds and [ih rases such as 
“should” ”it is tiesii-ahle ihat,” etc. 
The Cnnimissimi stat<?s that riesirahil- 
ity of Slate radiation inogiams env- 
ej-ing all souj'ces of nmn-nuide I'atlia- 
tiim, which would lucliuie x-mys, 
I'iidium and pailTcle ru'celeratni's. 

immetUutely, having mude this a.s- 
seriion, the ('onimission hastens to 
letreal from tlie cxpnsed saiieiit by 
stating that *'the maximum scojie of 
each Staltds radiation program is not 
however a necessary or appropriate 
subject for coverage in the criteria.” 

I ask this subcommittee if one ma- 
jor te.st of a State's capability lo 
handle additional ragu latorv responsi- 
bilities in the radiation field should hi> 
how well it ifi handling radiation 
sourcc^s which have lain within its 
jurisdiction Since they emergtxi lis 
public health pi*oblems 4<i years ago? 

We also consider that the Commis- 
stmi shciuhl have exacted as atmlher 
preratpiisite an udtspiate radiation 
workmen's eompmsation program. 

We have as keel the Commission in 
our official comments a number of 
questions for purposes of clanfiratinn 
which we feel shouhl he answered 
ami if possible be included in the 
record of Ihese pi nceedings ; 

1, Mow are the (^ommissitnds Iruin- 
ing programs being eoonHnaied with 
those of the U, S. Public Ileiifth Serv- 
ice? We may be mistaken, Imt throe 
appears tr* he iin cnm'dinatimi. The 
cii teria, following announcement of 
this alleged coordination, [>nH‘ciHl lo 
ilescnbe a limite<l function to be con- 
tinued by HEW in the way of guid- 
ance and assistance to the States in 
non-AEC radiation sources which the 
criteria claims in another section is 
irreUwam to the pm*|>ose of Section 
274. 

2, Why should radioactive materials 
be storeil in an uncontrolled area? 
Would not their presenci^ cause the 
pdace where they are slore<t to be- 
come by definition ii coni rolled ami? 

:i. Under what circumstances would 
the user of radioactive materials 
owned by the Commission obtain 
State or Federal permission lo dis- 
pose of radimietive waste? 

4. Why do the criteria not consider 
storage as widi us shipment of radio- 
active materials and what should the 
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Stalf‘ ilo if various F>r(eral regula- 
tiniis dvaliijfi wiih inU'i-state shij>- 
metil of such materiiils con diet? 

5. Ilo\v is the tiM'm “sifrnificuiit 
hifiilriir' firftneiJ for the Stale? Will 
it he miiform with the AKC defini- 
tion? 

f!. Whal ImfJpens |>rocpdLJi'MlIy whiMi 
11 pi’opost'd Suite plan fails to moot 
the A1‘]C criteria? What failure or 
failmcs woulti ronatitute ^i-ounds foi' 
rejection or Is the Stale fjliin first re- 
tuniiMl and oppojtunity Ktven the 
State for resutmiittal? if the amend- 
ed Stat4^ proposai is still faulty^ what 
is tivea clone? 

7. If an approved State |dan may 
latin‘ he cancoUed by the Coinmlssioiit 
what is the ground oj- grounds for 
such action?' Is the State first given 
an opportuniiy to dean house? If it 
fails to remedy the faults, is oppor* 
t unity given for the State to appeal 
the A lot ; dedtiion? 

8, With respect to proposed Static 
inspection standards, we have no sure 
km>wledge of the existence of an A KC 
int<»rnal procedures manual on inspec- 
tion, and if so, what ii consists of. 
If the AKC program, as stated by 
Section 274, is the yardstick of corn- 
pat ihility, then neither the AFL-CIO 
or any other group can niiike any 
conaidtui'd conclusion as to whethcj' 
oi- not the Commission's inspection 
yardstick is full thirty-six inches- 
Withoiil some knowledge of AKC in- 
specliou standards and pi'oeedures, 
there can he no evaluation of cri- 
t»*ria!s once a year minimum number 
of inspt*clions of the more hazardous 
licensed facilities, or what lecommen- 
dutions to make with respect Uj fre- 
ipjcncy of inspections where thei^ is 
questionable compliance. To us in spec- 
lion ami enforcement is the heart of 
the matter, for this is what deter- 
mint's whether the standards and cri- 
teria are going to have any meaning 
to workers on the job. 

[i. Finally, we have raised the ques- 
tion in our comments sent to the Com- 
jnlssion yesterday, as to whether 
there flhouhl not lie a provision inlded 
to the administrative section of the 
criteria to provide for representation 
and partici[mlion on any State ad- 
visory lx>a rd of interested groups — 
county and municipal government, 
management, labor and the scientific 
community. This is consiHlent on a 
Stale level of administration \vith our 
proiio.'ials for the e rent ion of a Fed- 
eral Radintion Advisory Council, dia- 
ctissed earlier in my testimony. 

10. Finally we have suggested that 
the aiiministi ative section of the cri- 
teria hi* expanded to provide a defini- 
tion of public participation in State 
j-adiation health and safety programs 
which would mean pi ovisions for pub- 
lic hearings and all other establisluHl 
administrative p roc ed u j*es .

1. Whai does the term ** guidance” 
mean in terms of c'luayirig these 
stall dart Is into Hl't'ct among the vari- 
ous Federal agencies involved with 
mdiation? 

2. Why IS there no tolerable amount 
of radiation with ixjspecl to ingestion 
by human beings? 

3. Why are there no administrative 
procedures ror interealed parties to 
comment on the Federal Radiation 
Council Stan da rdn prior to their heing 
made etfective, together with oppor- 
tunity for a Plica I ami [lublic hear- 
ings? We believe I ha I the Adminis- 
trative Procedures Act should apply 
to the Council, just as it does to the 
AEC. 

4. Why tile new mouth-filling ter- 
minology — Radiation Protection 
Guide, and Radioactivity Concentra- 
tion Guide? 

5. What control is established over 
interpretation by uny Fedenil agency 
that a Radiation I Protection Guide 
Level of exposure ahould be exceeded 
after the agency "ha.s carefully con- 
sideivd the reason lor lUdng so”? 
Who reviews such a deeiajon? Is it 
made first ami explaini'd aftervrards? 

6* What Fe<leial agencies are sup- 
posed to use the Councirs standards 
for guidance? Only those with mem- 
bership on the Council? 

7, When are Federal agencies sup- 
posed to modify their own standards 
to square witli those of the Council? 
Who reviews the arnendiMl standards 
before they are promulgated? Can 
the Council force revision, oi“ merely 
guide ami counsel? 

8. Uow long i.s an “iidenm,” as in 
Section fi which allows the Federal 
agencies to use radioactivity concen- 
tration guides which arc consistent 
with the Uecomnnmded Radiation Pi^o- 
tection Guides 'tas an intej ini meas- 
ure/' What dm^s the term '‘consis- 
tent** mean and who determines it? 

CONC!AKSlO.\ 

The American Fe<ie ration of Labor 
and Congress of Industrial Organisa- 
tions has no ready answers to the 
various questions It has raised with 
the Comm isa ion, and has presented 
to the memhei'S of this Committee, as 
representing large areas of confusion, 
doubt and growing concern in the 
whole Federal railiation idcture. 

These questions must Im? resolved 
and an integrated Federal radiation 
policy must be rapidly drawn up in 
the public interest liefore matteis are 
allowed to ileteriorati^ further. The 
reasons for thi* neei.l of action now 
are self evident; 

I. The number nf potentially ex- 


fiosetl workers is growing mpiillv, 
and about P out of every ten are not 
AFC em]doyes, 

2. The commission is now releasing 
more hazardous mateiials such as 
plutonium. Plutonium, mixed with 
beryllium, is a useful neution source 
for the oil industry. This mixluri' has 
H [jotential hazarrl far greaUu' than 
most of the other isotopes released 
to liate hy the AFC. 

n, II is now easier with relaxed 
AFC licensing siandiirds for licenses 
for use of AFC materials to be ob- 
tain ed. 

4. Since AKC Is no bmger the sole 
source of isotopes, and the number 
of users is I'lifntlly grow'ing, contiol 
of radiation hazards is becoming more 
difilcuit. 

fi. Licensees have not nor will they 
have as good a safety record as the 
AFC ami its contractoj's, 

ii. More conimnn use of radioactive 
materials is resulting in a change in 
the kind of fiersonnel handling them, 

7* iJevelopment of knowledge about 
nature anri edects of radiation on 
human Ixdngs is changing ba.sic safe- 
ty re4pii remen ts. 

8, Latent ctfects of radiation on 
human beings raises the hazard of 
occupational disease which may come 
as a result of chronic radiation ex- 
posure, or maj'' induce genetic defects 
in descendants of the victim. This 
means that continued research is nec- 
essary to deterniine wdieLher existing 
standards have reduced the problems 
of Illnesses or injury and an^ ade- 
quate, or whether it is indicated that 
further downward revisions are nec- 
essary, 

Jl, i.iirge areas of non-AFC radia- 
tion exposure (x-ray, particle, accel- 
erator) are under State regulation in 
the I'are cases where it is both in 
existence and meaningful to workers 
and the iniliHc. Industrial and medi- 
cal uses of x-ray eq id] mien I do not 
operate limit' r uniformly high sin ml - 
ards, and the same is ti ue of medical 
ami hospital uses of x-ray and ra- 
dium. 

The AFL-CIO wishes to thank this 
Committee for having the foresight to 
provide the basis for heginning to 
enlarge public miucatian and public 
debate on the matter of radiation, 1 
i-epeat what 1 stated at the outset of 
this statement, that this should pio- 
vide a foLindaticin for sound ami ur- 
gently neede^l Integiaterl national ra- 
diation policy. 

The AFL-CIO has for many years 
been carrying out mlucatiomil i»ro- 
grams among its own people to aC' 
quaint them with radiation problems 
as it affecLs not only their job safety, 
but their status as citizens. We will 
continue our elTorts to helfi achieve 
the goal of sound, adequate radiation 
health and safety standards and jiro- 
grams unifoimily administered, and 
with human values al\vay,s pi need 
above all ollicu' consideralicms.
